Bystematioally Robbed,

THIEVING ON A SCIENTIFIO PLAN.

The Deep Lald Scheme Discoverod by
Accident-Prominent Ie-
spected Managers Involved
—Modus Operandi.

Siovx Favta, 8, ., May 20, —[Speoial Tal-
ergiim to Tae Bee|—E. J. Nally, asuistant
superintendent of the Western Unlon tele-
graph compuny for tho northwestern di-
vislon, has been in the city for severnl days,
and dariog hils visit has revealed before the
grand jury of this county a sclentific sehome
by which the company during the past five
yvears has suffered from stealings to the
nmount of 50,000,

The plan of operation involves telegraph
agents in forty towns in South Dakota, nnd
the company bas procevied to indict each
and every one it can.

In the case before the present jury E.J.
Mannix, lnte manager of this Westorn Union
offiee, an  ex-aldermin and  prominent in
church and other circles, hns been indicted
for cmbezeling §100,

T inslenificant sum,
Nally's statement, does not

hundredth part of the actunl amount om-
Logelodd, of which there is no moedans of  nscor-
tainlng, A short thne ago M Nally ap-

peared in Aberdeen, and  through the over-
sight of Munager Blood was  ennblod to read
the contents of a letter addressed to on
operator nt Webster, the lettor containing o
requeost not to check up dispatehes of a cer-
tain mnber,

This was the first clue to the sensation
claimed to have been unearthed, although ot
fiest it was prosumed that the coliusion be-
tween the Woebster agent nond  Blood was
merely local; but the more the matler was in-
vestigated the lavger it grow, Blood wos
chrged and lately indicted by the grand Jury
in Brown vounty. His way of working was

able,  Mitehelldid the sime thing ot Pieree,
while the Rediield agent woas of the same
stiumip as the others, Blood would find out
